A  HANDY  GUIDE  FOR  STAR  GAZERS 

Keep  this  chart.  It  will  help  you  to  become  acquainted  with  the  stars. 
The  chart  is  drawn  to  represent  the  sky  over  your  head.  Face  south 
and  hold  the  map  over  your  head  with  the  top  toward  the  north,  and 
you  will  see  the  stars  as  they  appear  in  the  sky. 

It  is  much  more  convenient,  however,  to  turn  the  chart  around  as  you 
face  in  the  different  directions.  If  you  are  facing  north,  then  turn  the 
side  marked  north  to  the  bottom,  and  you  will  see  the  stars  as  they 
are  above  the  northern  horizon.  You  will  notice  that  the  printing  for 
the  northern  constellations  will  then  be  right  side  up. 

Since  the  stars  differ  in  brightness,  the  size  of  the  dots  vary  to  show 
the  apparent  brightness  of  the  stars.  The  stars  are  linked  together 
by  lines  to  show  the  constellations.  Each  star  group  may  be  known 
by  a  Latin  name:  Ursa  Major  means  the  Greater  Bear.  Only  part  of 
the  group  known  as  the  Greater  Bear  are  included  in  the  "Big  Dip- 
per." Ursa  Minor  means  the  Lesser  Bear;  a  portion  of  this  group  is 
known  as  the  "Little  Dipper."  At  the  end  of  the  handle  of  this  dipper 
is  the  star  called  Polaris,  the  Pole  Star,  or  the  North  Star.

Here's  the  way  the  game  between  Mr.
